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We have sent to Ambassador Castro in Buenos 
Aires the three lists of disappeared persons in Argentina 
with instructions to present them to the GOA. rHe 
will ask the Government to review the lists carefully 
to remove any names of persons who have been accounted 
for publicly. Me .will present the lists to Ambassador 
Aja Espil at the same time. 


The groups which prepared these lists worked 
under difficult circumstances and without the resources 
or legal authority to authenticate or up-date them 
as new information has become available. We believ e 
that the lists must contain the names of rrn^y 
who nave been accounted for.
